From ancient 
Gyrene, a city of 100,000, up on the 
r^dge amid groves and grass, came 
poets, and philosophers and statesmen 
to contribute to the glory that was 
Greece. Cyrene today houses a few 
dirty Bedouin families In the rlHed 
tombs of the "largest and finest grave- 
yard in the world," preserved from 
the wreck of the Greek era.
